DE 19719601 discloses an acceleration sensor having a seismic mass, whicli is attached to 
a suspension spring. When an acceleration acts on the seismic mass, the mass moves 
over an area which is partially provided with a conductive coating. By moving of the mass, 
a capacity between the seismic mass and the conductive coating is varied. The seismic 
mass is attached to a suspension spring structure, which is manufactured by means of 
surface-micromechanical methods. All components, i.e., the frame of the acceleration 



sensor, the seismic mass and the suspension spring structure are fomned of silicon (column 
4, lines 1 4 to 1 7 of this reference). ^ ^ 
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
